After a two-week, 3000-mile trip through the 
remote western provinces of Kansu and Sin- 
kiang, he emerges with “the overriding impres- 
sion” that China is in complete charge of deve}- 
opment operations although Russian machinery, 
experts and advisers are greatly in evidence. 
The significance of this news is doubled when 
it is recalled that Sinkiang borders Soviet Rus- 
Sia and Kansu borders Inner Mongolia 

Some of the last stories written by Western 
newsmen before Mao Tse-tung’s Communists 
lowered the bamboo curtain on the maihland 
told of the overcrowding of Shanghai and other 
eastern cities and the ensuing idleness and de- 
spondency. Now Mr. Chipp writes that thousands 
of people are moving west daily to work in the 
oil fields, on roads and railroads and building 
new towns. He says Peiping’s efforts to turn this 
sparsely settled borderland of deserts and moun- 
tains into an important economic area may devel- 
op into the “largest mass migration in history.” 

An indication of the extent to which Peiping 
is developing this northwestern area may be 
had in Mr. Chipp’s statement that Lanchow, a 
rapidly growing rail junction, contains “acres” 
of construction materials ranging from oil drill- 
ing machinery to baskets and shovels. And the 
roads from the railheads are “continually busy 
with streams of heavily laden trucks.”

Just about the surest way to start a good hot 
argument anywhere from the top row of the deep 
center field bleachers to the box nearest home 
plate is to mention the youthful Mr. Mickey 
Mantle and the Homeric Mr. Babe Ruth in the 
same breath. With 41 games to go, Mantle must 
hit 19 homers to heat Ruth's record in 1927 of 
60 and so set himself up as the new Sultan of 
‘ Swat. Can he do it? 

The dramatic Ruth drove in 17 of his famous 
60 homers in September. Young Mantle has the 
‘remainder of August as well as September in 
which to bag the 19 that he needs. Last year 
Willie Mays was going*great guns about this 
time but he ended up nine short of what he 
needed. Hank Greenberg got up to 58 in 1938, 
just five games before the season ended and 
didn’t connect again. Jimmy Foxx stalled at 58 
in 1932. Hack Wilson got up to 56, the record 
for the National League, in 1930. So what? 

Well, of all the slammers that have come 
within eyebfow-raising distance of the Babe's 
record, the coldly efficient Mickey Mantle is the 
only one to be a switch-hitter. Furthermore, he 
can slam a long ball to left field when batting 
left-handed and vice versa. The “opposite field” 
holds no difficulty for him. The Yankee center 
fielder is leading the American League by good 
margins in general batting<and im runs batted in. 

But the pitchers are not giving him much to

The dimensions of the labor cost are 
shown by the fact that almost two thirds 
of the slightly over five billion dollars 
spent by hospitals in 1954 was for pay- 


roll. 


Increases in hospital labor costs re- 
flect general increases in wages and 
salaries. In industry these increases are 
somewhat absorbed by increases in |a- 
bor productivity, which have been ris- 
ing at a level of between 2 and 3 per 
cent per year. Unfortunately, such in- 
creases in productivity are not possible 
in hospitals. 

The situation is not expected to im- 
prove, because, as wages continue to 
rise and as hospitals are forced to com- 
pete in a general labor market, they 
will still not be able to improve their 
labor productivity. And the greater the 
productivity of labor outside the hos- 
pitals, the more real wages increase, 
the more hospital costs will increase. 

Another factor increasing hospital Ja- 
bor costs is that there is far more com- 
petition for female labor from industry 
than there was before World War II, 
when hospitals faced little competition 
in hiring women workers. 

The final contributing factor to hos- 
pital costs is the dramatic and acceler- 
ating growth in the quality of hospital 
care. In 1946, for example, hopitals re-

hospital; by 1946 the length of the 
average stay was 9.1 days—which re- 
flects the increased efficiency of hos- 
pital care. And by 1954 it had de- 
clined to 7.8 days. 

There has been a tendency to in- 
crease the bill more for the shorter 
stay. While the average patient's stay 
decreased from 9.1 to -7.8 days, the 
average patient's bill practically doubled 
—from $88.45 to $169.73. 

One factor that raises hospital costs 
is the fact that overhead continues on 
empty beds. The average occupancy of 
hospital beds has decreased during the 
nine years from 72 per cent to 71 
per cent. Careful planning cannot en- 
tirely eliminate this factor. 

A Cook County (Ill.) survey of mater- 
nity beds showed that average occu- 
pancy was 69 per cent. Lowest oc- 
cupancy during the year was 37 per 
cent, highest occupancy 101 per cent. 

Another economic factor involved is 
the size of the hospital. Two-thirds 
of the over 5000 hospitals open in 
1954 had fewer than 100 beds, and 
one out of every five of all hospitals 
had less than 25 beds. 

Occupancy drops with the drop in 
size of the hospitals. The hospitals with 
less than 25 beds averaged 65.6 per 
cent occupancy, while those with more 
than 300 beds averaged 78.1 per cent 
occupancy. 

Growth of suburbs is probably ac- 
celerating the development of small 
hospitals with Increased costs.

more tender-hearted gentlemen, will get a good cry out 

of “THE EDDY DUCHIN STORY,” at LOEW’S STATE 
THEATER. For here is a picture which effectively wrings 
pathos and poignancy out of the sad, sad 
story of a romantic figure in popular 
music, accentuated by a lush and evocative 
musical background which contributes its 
\ own bit of nostalgia. 

Mr. Duchin, in the person of Tyrone 
Power, is first shown as an eager young 
pianist starting out in the old Central Park 
Casino back in 1928, when he got a job as intermission 
pianist with Leo Reisman. He finds love with a society 
beauty (Kim Novak) in the Casino to the tune of “I'll Take 
Romance” (as ghosted in the rich tonal] effects of Carmen 
Cavallaro, with Power doing very well simulating the 
fingering). Their honeymoon night in an apartment over- 
looking Central Park is to “Manhattan.” When he becomes 
a proud leader of his own band at the Casino, it’s to “You're 
My Everything.” 

His wife dies after childbirth, and Duchin leads five 
years of loneliness on tour without even attempting to see 
his son, then after an ineffective attempt to make friends 
with the boy, he joins the Navy for foyr years in World 
War II on a destroyer, ending up_a lieutenant commander. 
He comes back, resumes his career, earns the’ love of his 
son, and remarries, to a charming English girl who has 
befriended his son. Then in the prime of life, at the age 
of 41, he dies of leukemia. (It was in 1951.) 

Mr. Power does a fine job of playing the pianist, giv- 
ing the role all the dark romantic flavor it calls for. Miss 
Novak, who has never been thought of as the society type 
before, proves herself a good actress in presenting a sweet 
girl of breeding. Victoria Shaw is the beautiful English 
girl, and Rex Thompson the 12-year-old son who has a 
hard time understanding his moody dad. 


Director George Sidney has wrought some beautiful 
scenes in CinemaScope—the romance is tenderly portrayed 
in- walking down Fifth avenue in the rain, quiet and fragile 
scenes at dawn in Central Park. When Duchin sobs bit- 
terly over his wife’s death at Christmas time, the Christmas 
tree ornaments jingle delicately in the wind; when he tells 
his son he is going to die, in another wrenching scene, the 
iron supports of swings at a playground jangle fatefully 
again: In his play on the emotions of the audience, Mr. 
Sidney has used much taste to keep these moving scenes 
in hand. 


Those Flying Saucers Again 

I personally am getting pretty tired of fictional flying 
saucers and men from outer space attacking this old Earth, 
but not so the younger generation. They packed the 
ORPHEUM Thursday for the opening of “EARTH VS. THE 
FLYING SAUCERS,” and by their howls 
indicated they thought the issue was in, 
doubt until the last moment. 

This time the saucers are inhabited by 
mummies from an exploded solar system, 
garbed in synthetic armor, and they give 
Earth 56 days to surrender. But their 
best weapon is only an old light-ray that 
won't do much more than sink a battleship at one shot or 
pulverize a cannon, and once out of their electronic shield, 
their soldiers fall at the bark of a carbine. But our gen- 
efals, looking very spruce and noble but quite unimagina- 
tive, won't even use atomic missiles against their saucers, 
supposedly because of danger to our population (really, I 
suspect, to string the plot out longer). 


—— 
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So it is up to scientist Hugh Marlowe to think up a 


defense in those 56 days. He comes up with a stove pipe 
inside a waste basket, on top of a copper shield, and as- 
sures us it is an instrument which cuts Off the saucers’ 
eontra-magnetic field and forces them to crash. So, against 
a background of newsreel shots of civilian defense tests in 
Washington and miniatures of famous Washington build- 
ings, they stage a battle between Hugh's wastebaskets and 
the F.S.’s, and who do you think wins? Meanwhile Hugh, 
and his screen wife, Joan Taylor, are doing their best to 
look horrified at the destruction, but they don’t even suc- 
ceed in looking mildly interested. 

I won't say that this is the worst science-fiction silly- 
thriller ever made, but then maybe I'd prefer not to think 
about it any more at all.

6 E don't have any res- 
W taurane like this in 
Chicago,” commented 
two members of food organiza- 
tions recently when I guided 
them, by request, to one of my 
favorite eating places. My an- 
swer was, “We don't have any 
others like this in New York 
either.” 

While this restaurant (Nichol-, 
son's) is. located on a _ well- 
known thoroughfare, you would 
hardly notice the entrance un- 
less you were looking for it. 
Large rooms that now house it 
with tiled floors and wainscot- 
ing were built many years ago 
for the horses and carriages 
that furnished the “class” trans- 
portation for one of New York’s 
famous families (the Harri- 
mans). 


The menu is limited. The 
hors d'oeuvres and soup are 
placed in front of you, but you 
are allowed to choose among 
three or four specials for your 
main course. Each of them is 
cooked individually for you, and 
although the two young men 
who are responsible for the 
restaurant are artists who lived 
in Paris many years, there are 
other than French specialties. 

One of my favorites is the 
lamb chops with Orientale 
sauce, the recipe for which I 
begged from one of the chefs 
and which was adapted for 
home use. Those who love des- 
serts always choose the indi- 
vidual chocolate souffle being 
made ready while you consume 
your first course. This shows 


the French influence indeed. 
Broiled Lamb Chops Special. 

Choose double rib chops or 
thick shoulder chops. Place 
under preheated broiler and 
broil with medium heat five to 
10 minutes. Increase heat and 
finish broiling until chops are 
well browned. When ready to 
serve, pour Orientale sauce over 
the chops.

SAT up far into the morn- 
| ine in Chicago on Wednes- 

day until I knew the civil 
rights plank had been adopted. 
It seemed to me so important 
that there should be no real 
fight on the floor over the 
platform as it was presented. 

On the whole, I think anyone 
who reads the platform will 
concede that the labor plank is 
a good one. The first paragraph 
in the plank on education cov- 
ers what I think is essential. 
The civil rights plank does not 
say everything I would like it 
to say. On the other hand, I 
think our Southern delegation 
leaders on the platform com- 
mittee came a very long way 
from what they would have 
liked to see in the platform. 

The one overridingly impor- 
tant point, namely, that the 
Democratic party recognizes the 
need for a change which would 
permit, after due discussion in 
the House or Senate, a vote on 
any subjéct, was reaffirmed. 

Platforms actually are the 
background which a President 
can use if he really intends to 
live up to the principles enun- 
ciated by his party. This plat- 
form is not everything that the 
liberals of the North want, and 
it is very far from being what 
some of the Southerners want, 
but I think it is possible to use 
it as a background for doing 
what is really necessary. 

I want to congratulate the 
committee, which, through so 
many hours, tried to get some- 
thing that would let the North 
and the South work together in 
the same party. The South real- 
izes that eventually a world

AVE you a birth certificate? 
The importance of an af- 
firmative answer to this 


istration begins in St. Louis in 
a few weeks and children en- 
tering the St. Louis schools for 
the first time must present 
proof of their birth date. 


With the growing complex- 
ities of our modern way of life 
the need for a birth certificate 
as a proof of the circumstances 
of birth has increased rapidly, 
both for social and legal pur- 
poses. Because of the im- 
portance of this certificate in 
later life, parents should be 
sure that their baby’s birth is 
promptly filed, and that the 
information contained on the 
record is accurate and com- 
plete.

SOME of the needs for such 
documentary proof are: 

Proof of Date of Birth: For 
entrance to school; for first 
work permit; for automobile li- 
cense; for right to vote: for 
right to marry; for right to 
enter Civil Service; for enter- 
ing military service; for social 
security benefits to blind, de- 
pendent children, and the aged. 

Proof of Fact of Birth: For 
proving parentage; for inher- 
itance of property: for settle- 
ment of insurance; for legal 
dependency; for establishing 
identity; for tracing ancestry; 
for child health programs. 

Proof of Place of Birth: For 
passports, for immigration and 
emigration; for establishing 
citizenship.

THE LAWS of every state in 
the country provide for the per- 
manent filing of all original 
certificates in order that the 
individual concerned can, at 
any future date, obtain proof of 
the pertinent facts of his birth. 

If you were born in St. Louls 

copy of your birth 
certificate can be obtained from 
the St. Louis Health Division, 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, Room 
10, Municipal Courts Building.
